It is evi¬ 
dent that there is an enor¬ 
mous need for knowledge on 
sustainability in Central and 
South America. Aruba may 
be the link between the need 
for contact between the Latin 
American continent and Eu¬ 
rope." 

Ernst & Young is advising 
Aruba to develop herself as 
the center for knowledge on 
Sustainability as well as a 
center for commerce for 


green products. They are 
also advising that Aruba es¬ 
tablish a dynamic Project 
Organization especially for 
this purpose. Aruba can also 
provide information about 
tourism and airport manage¬ 
ment. Aruba, according to 
Balkenende can be used as 
an "incubator" for new tech¬ 
nology, and do investigation 
on new applications for ex¬ 
isting technology. 

For Balkenende, the con¬ 
ference on "Europe Meets 
the Americas" to take place 
here in May, should be used 
as the point of departure for 
new developments. Aruba 
must be ready to show what 
the island has to offer as a 
gateway, in such a manner 
that companies will be anx¬ 
ious to make use of the facil¬ 
ity. 

Aruba's Prime Minister 
says..."We want a third eco¬ 
nomic pillar that would cre¬ 
ate opportunities for our 
young professionals who are 
currently unable to return to 
Aruba. The preliminary re¬ 
sults from TNO are the first 
trials of this. Already several

Celebrating 2013 as Year of Papiamento 



On May 21, 2003 Aruba’s 
Parliament approved a very 
important law, namely, the 
Official Decree stipulating 
that Papiamento and Dutch 
are the official languages of 
Aruba. 

Through this decree, Papi¬ 
amento, the mother tongue of 
most inhabitants of Aruba 
and the language most used 
in our community, received 
the well-deserved official 
recognition. 

This year, 2013 we cele¬ 
brate the thirteenth anniver¬ 
sary of the officialization of 
Papiamento. Hence, we have 
declared 2013 as the Year of 
Papiamento. 

This is actually the second 
time that we are celebrating 
the Year of Papiamento. In 
1997 we dedicated attention 
to our language in the context 
of our quest for its recogni¬ 
tion in the community as well 
as in education. 

In 2008, the Department 
of Education dedicated that 
year to a campaign regarding 
the proper use of Papia¬ 
mento. With the formal offi¬ 
cialization of Papiamento we 
are able to continue working 
on the recognition of the lin¬ 
guistic rights of our people 
and the right of our children 


and their children to receive 
instruction in their own lan¬ 
guage. These rights are stip¬ 
ulated in several very 
important documents, among 
others, UNESCO. All of the 
documents describe mother 
tongues as a most important 
tool for thought, communica¬ 
tion, to express feelings and 
for development. 

Why make Papiamento 
official? 

In a country with a colo¬ 
nial history, in most cases the 
language of the people of that 
country has an inferior posi¬ 
tion because the colonizing 
country imposes its language 
as the only legal language. 
This occurs for example in 
the government and in educa¬ 


tion. They have and are using 
all sorts of arguments to keep 
the local language out of of¬ 
ficial sectors of the island. 
Many times, for lack of infor¬ 
mation, the people may be¬ 
lieve the arguments and so 
doing fail to give their local 
language its rightful place. 
This was the case in Aruba, 
and the people of Aruba had 
to fight a fierce battle for the 
Papiamento to receive the 
place it deserves in our com¬ 
munity. Very slowly Papia¬ 
mento began to receive 
recognition, and at a memo¬ 
rable moment back in the 
50’s it entered the Aruban 
Parliament to stay! 

Many voices, especially 
from the educational camp, 
fought for Papiamento to be 
introduced into our schools. 


International Day of Maternal Language 

celebrated here! 

February 21st is International Day of Maternal Language ...for Aruba, a day to put special em¬ 
phasis on our local Papiamento language. 

Last year Aruban Poet Rosabelle files had a brilliant idea to organize a “dictado.” 

With the cooperation of various organizations they organized an evening dedicated to our maternal 
language with a competition of writings included. 

This year, the commission decided to organize a similar activity to last year’s successful “dictado.” 
This year’s is dubbed “E Gran Dictado di Papiamento.” 

Everyone is invited to participate. Those who have taken Papiamento professional courses of the 
second or third levels or corrector courses may not participate. 

This year the dictation will be reviewed by author Quito Nicolaas and will be presented by Ramon 
Todd Dandare, Master in Linguistics. Participants will be required to write 6 lines in Papiamento. 
The judges will then correct these. Ramon Todd Dandare will provide information regarding the 
dictation and the orthography of Aruba. Finally, they will announce the winner of the “dictado” 
and present the corresponding prizes. The event is scheduled for February 23rd at the Cas di Cul- 
tura from 7:00pm. Registration can be made via email at dictado2013@gmail.com. Registration 
can also be done at the Department of Culture as of today until Friday during office hours - Tel.

Experience and investiga¬ 
tions prove that to hinder 
someone from developing a 
strong dominion of their 
mother tongue and to hinder 
him from learning in that lan¬ 
guage is equal to prohibiting 
him from using his brains. 

The fight to get Papia¬ 
mento into our schools has 
been a fierce one, and the 
fight is not over as there are 
still those who are not con¬ 
vinced of the value of Papia¬ 
mento for the development of 
the child, despite all the liter¬ 
ature on the subject. 

Today there are two pri¬ 
mary schools using Papia¬ 
mento as the language of 
instruction in the first grade, 
which project began in 2009. 

There are several other 
schools waiting anxiously to 
implement the “Scol Multi¬ 
lingual.” Project. 

How to Continue? 

This Year of Papiamento 
the focus is on more aware¬ 
ness. There is much work to 
be done in the community. 
There is work to be done on 
an elaboration of the law of 
officialization of Papiamento. 
Another very important mat¬ 
ter to yet be dealt with is to 
make official the orthography 


of Papiamento. The concept 
law for the orthography must 
be brought back unto the 
table and be deliberated as 
soon as possible. 

There is work to be done 
in commerce, the press, pub¬ 
lic relations and in the world 
of music to teach the commu¬ 
nity the proper use of Papia¬ 
mento. Opportunities for 
learning Papiamento via 
Radio, Television and from 
other sources must be cre¬ 
ated. Courses on all levels 
should be taught up to the 
level of the Master’s degree 
for teachers. 

Program for 2013 Year 
of Papiamento 

The Department of Cul¬ 
ture in consortium with Fun- 
dacion Lanta Papiamento, 
Grupo Corector, Department 
of Education, Aruba Tourism 
Authority, IPA and the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba received 
confirmation from the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers to declare 
2013 Year of Papiamento. 

The commission has 
worked on a calendar for 
Year of Papiamento and a va¬ 
riety of interesting activities. 
The calendar will be pub¬ 
lished and the community is 
invited to participate with en¬ 
thusiasm at the activities.

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'He’s back!' Chavez in Venezuela 
after cancer surgery 



CARACAS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez shocked 
and delighted Venezuelans by 
returning home Monday, al¬ 
beit to an uncertain future, 
ending a more more than 
two-month absence in Cuba 
for cancer surgery and treat¬ 
ment. 

Even as Chavez support¬ 
ers took to the streets in noisy 
celebration, and foreign dig¬ 
nitaries congratulated Chavez 
and urged him to rest, the 
next step for the oil-rich 
country remained unclear. 

It was not immediately 
known when, if at all, Chavez 
would be sworn in by the 
Supreme Court to begin the 
new term he won in elections 
late last year. 

A Supreme Court court 
source said the tribunal is 
ready, and waiting for the go- 
ahead from Chavez and his 
medical team. The ceremony 
does not have to be public, 
the source said, suggesting it 
could be done with Chavez 
lying on his back in a hospital 
bed. 

Indeed, Chavez may be 
home but as soon as he ar¬ 
rived he was hospitalized 


again for more treatment. He 
has undergone surgery four 
times since mid 2011. 

Chavez announced his re¬ 
turn on Twitter — he has 
nearly four million followers 
— and his arrival at Caracas 
airport was not broadcast on 
TV. That is unusual in this 
country he so thoroughly 
dominates both politically 
and personally. 

"We have arrived again in 
our Venezuelan homeland," 
Chavez wrote. "Thank you, 
God. Thank you, my beloved 
people. We will continue my 
treatment here." 

Chanting and banner-wav¬ 
ing Chavez supporters gath¬ 
ered outside the hospital 
where Chavez was admitted. 

Venezuelans had neither 
seen nor heard from him 
since he left for Cuba De¬ 
cember 10 for a fourth round 
of cancer surgery, although 
on Friday photos of a bedrid¬ 
den but smiling Chavez were 
shown on Venezuelan TV. 
The government said it was 
hard for him to speak because 
has been fitted with a tracheal 
tube, due to a nagging post¬ 
operative respiratory infec¬ 


tion. Chavez was first diag¬ 
nosed with cancer in mid 
2011 . 

Government updates on 
his condition have been 
sketchy, fueling speculation 
that the president was worse 
off than officials were admit¬ 
ting or perhaps even dead. 

The government had never 
said what kind of cancer he 
had or where it was, or when 
he might return home. Now, 
seemingly out the blue, 
Chavez is back. 

Pro-Chavez people also 
gathered in Bolivar Plaza to 
celebrate the return of their 
larger than life comandante, a 
garrulous populist who is the 
most visible face of the Latin 
American left and a thorn in 
the side of Washington for his 
alignment of oil-rich 
Venezuela with nations such 
as Iran, Syria and Cuba. 

"He’s back, he’s back, he ? s 
back," supporters chanted, 
images on state-run VTV 
showed. 

Mauro Delgado, an 
Ecuadoran taxi driver who 
has lived in Caracas for 34 
years, said "if God is keeping 
him alive it must be for 
something. I think that if he 
came back it is because he is 
getting better. Otherwise, he 
would have stayed in Cuba." 

From Cuba, Fidel Castro 
hailed his long-time friend's 
return home. He said a long 
and anxious wait is over for 
the Venezuelan people, 
thanks to Chavez's "stunning 
physical stamina and the total 
dedication of the doctors" 
who treated him in Havana. 
That medical team accompa¬ 
nied Chavez back home. 


Assad says confident of winning Syria war 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad said he 
is confident his troops will win 
the conflict ravaging Syria, as 
new calls were made on Mon¬ 
day for the International Crim¬ 
inal Court to launch a probe 
into war crimes. 

Assad's comments, pub¬ 
lished in Lebanon's pro-Dam¬ 
ascus newspaper As-Saflr, 
came as the European Union 
renewed sanctions against 
Syria while amending them to 
enable nations to provide more 
"non-lethal" and technical sup¬ 
port to help protect civilians. 

As-Safir said that Assad 
had met with unnamed 
Lebanese politicians in Dam¬ 
ascus during which he as¬ 
sured them that Syria's future 
belonged to his camp. 

"We are sure we will win, 
we are reassured by the polit¬ 
ical and military develop¬ 
ments," Assad was quoted as 



telling the visiting politicians, 
the Lebanese newspaper said. 

"We are convinced that the 
future is ours... Syria has the 
willpower to defeat the con¬ 
spiracy," said Assad, accord¬ 
ing to As-Safir. 

He said those "loyal" to 
his regime "represent the ab¬ 
solute majority of Syrians". 

Since the outbreak of a re¬ 
volt against his regime in 
March 2011 that later mor¬ 
phed into an insurgency, 


Assad has systematically la¬ 
belled opponents and rebels 
alike as "terrorists" he says 
are funded and backed by the 
West, Turkey, Saudi Arabia 
and Qatar. 

The United Nations says 
that nearly 70,000 people have 
been killed in the conflict so 
far, many in massacres, bom¬ 
bardments, under torture and 
through summary executions. 

A report by a UN-man- 
dated commission of inquiry 
on the Syria conflict released 
in Geneva on Monday said 
that both Syrian state forces 
and rebels were committing 
war crimes, though it said the 
government camp carried 
more blame. 

At a news conference 
where the report was released, 
commission member Carla del 
Ponte renewed calls for the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court to 
probe war crimes in Syria. 



Indian PM pushes parliament 
for new anti-rape law 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
prime minister said Monday 
he hoped parliament which 
resumes this week would 
enact a tough law against 
rapists following the fatal 
gang-rape of a student in 
New Delhi. 

The comments came two 
weeks after the government 
passed temporary measures 
to toughen the punishments 
for rapists, following out¬ 
raged protests over the case 
of the 23-year-old student 
who was gang-raped on a bus 
in December. 

Prime Minister Manmo- 
han Singh told reporters his 
government hoped the budget 
parliament session which 
opens Thursday would pass a 
permanent law to tackle 
crimes against women. 


"It is our hope that parlia¬ 
ment will urgently pass the 
necessary legislation to enact 
a comprehensive law in this 
regard," he said. 

"It is indeed a matter of 
shame that, notwithstanding 
the gains we have made, inci¬ 
dents of violence and sexual 
offences against women are 
on the increase," Singh said 
on the sidelines of a function 
in New Delhi. 

Under the changes ap¬ 
proved by the cabinet and the 
president earlier this month, 
the minimum sentence for 
gang-rape, rape of a minor or 
rape by policemen or another 
person in authority will be 
doubled to 20 years from 10 
and can be extended to life 
without parole. 


Obama to receive presidential 
honour on Israel visit 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - 
Barack Obama will become 
the first serving US president 
to receive Israel's presidential 
medal, from his Israeli coun¬ 
terpart Shimon Peres on a 
visit to the Jewish state next 
month, Peres's office said on 
Monday. 

"President Obama has 
made a unique and meaning¬ 
ful contribution to strength¬ 
ening the state of Israel and 
the security of its people," it 
said in a statement. 

"Barack Obama is a true 


friend of the state of Israel 
and has been since the begin¬ 
ning of his public life. As 
president of the United States 
he has stood beside Israel in 
times of crisis," it added. 

Israel's presidential medal 
of distinction is awarded to 
individuals or organisations 
who have contributed to Is¬ 
raeli society and Israel's 
image in the world. 

The White House has not 
announced specific dates for 
the Obama visit, his first to 
Israel and the West Bank as 
president. 


Ecuador f s Correa insists revolution cannot be stopped 

QUITO (AFP) - Fresh from a landslide re-election victory, Presi¬ 
dent Rafael Correa hoped Monday to match it with a sweeping leg¬ 
islative win needed to clear the way for deeper socialist changes in 
Ecuador. ’’Nobody is going to stop this revolution. We are making 
history,’’ Correa told a crowd from the balcony of the presidential 
palace on Sunday, after clinching a new four-year term. ”We are 
building our small homeland, and a larger one, too," he said, refer¬ 
ring to Latin America. With more than 58 percent of the ballots 
counted in the oil-exporting South American nation, Correa was 
ahead with nearly 57 percent of the vote, compared to banker 
Guillermo Lasso’s 24 percent. Now the attention is turning to leg¬ 
islative election results, with Correa aiming for an absolute major¬ 
ity in the National Assembly, which would give him free rein to 
regulate the media, redistribute land and make other controversial 
changes. A leftist firebrand in the mold of Venezuela’s Hugo 
Chavez, the 49-year-old Correa is one of a group of leftist leaders 
who have shaken up Latin America in recent years with populist 
and often defiantly anti-US policies. Correa dedicated his victory 
to Chavez, who made a surprise return home from Cuba overnight 
after 70 days in Cuba convalescing from cancer surgery. He wished 
the Venezuelan a speedy recovery, saying, ’’Venezuela, your 
beloved Latin America and we, your friends, all need you."

Pope begins week-long retreat 
before resignation 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI began a week- 
long spiritual retreat out of the 
public eye on Monday ahead 
of his resignation on February 
28, with the field of candidates 
to succeed him still wide open. 

Benedict and some of his 
top cardinals will devote this 
week to daily prayers in a fres¬ 
coed private chapel in the 
Apostolic Palace in the Vatican 
during Lent — a period of pen¬ 
itence in the Christian calendar 
before Easter. 

The cardinal leading the 
prayers said he hoped the re¬ 
treat would serve as a period of 
respite for the pope following 
his momentous decision to 
step down. 

The retreat is a yearly tradi¬ 
tion — one of several regular 
appointments that the pope has 
stuck to in the wake of his his¬ 
toric announcement last week. 

Following the retreat, the 
pope will receive Italian Pres¬ 
ident Giorgio Napolitano on 
February 23, celebrate his final 
Sunday prayer on February 24, 
and hold a last audience before 
tens of thousands of faithful on 
February 27. 

Benedict will formally step 
down as pope on February 28 
at 1900 GMT, shortly after 
being whisked away from the 
Vatican by helicopter for the 
last time. 

His role and title following 


his resignation have still not 
been determined and no date 
has been set for the conclave 
of cardinals to elect him. 

The resignation will set up 
an unprecedented situation in 
modem Catholic history where 
popes usually serve until death 
— a pontiff and his predecessor 
both living in the Vatican just 
a stone’s throw away from 
each other. 

The idea that a pope — 
whose election is believed to 
be divinely inspired — can re¬ 
sign has been a shock to many 
Catholics around the world. 

Vatican observers say 
Benedict’s move could set a 
precedent for future popes, 
whose advancing age often 
hampers their effort to govern 
the Church. 

The conclave to elect a new 
pope usually begins between 
15 and 20 days from the death 
of a pope according to the 
Apostolic Constitution, which 
would put the date for the start 
of the deliberations on or 
around March 15. 

But canon lawyers are hard 
at work to see if the date could 
be brought forward to earlier 
in March to avoid any possible 
overlap with the Holy Week 
before Easter, which begins on 
March 24 ahead of Easter Sun¬ 
day on March 31. 

No clear favourite for the 
papacy has emerged, unlike 


for the mn-up to the last con¬ 
clave in 2005 when Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger was already 
seen as the candidate who 
could best bring together dif¬ 
ferent factions in the Church. 

Seven to 
hang for 
Sudan child 
rape, lawyer 
says 

KHARTOUM (AFP) - A Su¬ 
danese judge sentenced seven 
men to hang for the dmgging 
and rape of a 14-year-old girl, 
the victim’s lawyer said on 
Monday, calling the sentence 
’’more than just” 

Cases of gang rape are rare 
in the Islamist-run state. 

Six minors who also abused 
the girl were sentenced to 10 
years each in a reformatory, 
Judge Ahmed Khalil Albahar 
mled, according to the lawyer 
Salma Mohammedahmed 
Hamed. 

”He found them guilty by the 
evidence he received of raping 
a child,” the lawyer told AFP. 

Judge Albahar issued the 
verdict on Sunday at a court in 
Khartoum’s twin city of Om- 
durman, Hamed said. 

The crime occurred in May 
last year after the men kid¬ 
napped the girl from her home. 
All 13 of them abused her. 

"They gave her a cup of 
juice containing drugs and 
then raped her,” Hamed said. 

In his verdict, the judge 
cited a presidential directive 
calling for heavier punish¬ 
ments of sex crimes. 

Hamed said the girl was 
treated at a rape trauma centre 
and has returned to school. 


Flagship shows 
cancelled as BBC 
journalists strike

LONDON (AFP) - BBC jour¬ 
nalists staged a 24-hour strike 
on Monday in protest at job 
cuts, preventing the transmis¬ 
sion of the flagship Today 
morning news programme and 
several other television and 
radio shows. 

Members of the National 
Union of Journalists (NUJ) 
walked out at midnight (local 
time and GMT) on Sunday 
over compulsory redundancies 
expected to affect BBC Scot¬ 
land, Radio 5 Live, the Asian 
Network and the World Serv¬ 
ice. 

The strike was called at the 
world's biggest broadcaster 
after union leaders and man¬ 
agers failed to agree the rede¬ 
ployment of 30 staff facing the 
axe. 

Picket lines were set up out¬ 
side studios across the country 
as Radio 4's flagship news 
shows Today, World at One at 
lunchtime and PM in the after¬ 
noon, and television's BBC 
Breakfast, were replaced by 


pre-recorded shows. 

The NUJ claims the British 
Broadcasting Corporation has 
lost more than 7,000 jobs since 
2004 and it plans to cut a fur¬ 
ther 2,000 jobs as it slashes its 
budget by 20 percent. 

The budget cuts are being 
driven by a fall in the revenue 
the corporation gets from the 
licence fee, which is paid by 
everyone in Britain with a tel¬ 
evision. 

The licence fee is currently 
£145.50 ($225, 170 euros). 

NUJ general secretary 
Michelle Stanistreet said her 
members were striking "to de¬ 
fend jobs and quality journal¬ 
ism at the corporation”, saying 
they want talks to resume over 
the redundancies as well as a 
moratorium on job cuts until 
April. 

"They are angry and frus¬ 
trated at the poor decisions 
being taken at the top of the 
BBC — decisions that are lead¬ 
ing to journalists being forced 
out of their jobs and quality 
journalism and programming 
compromised,” she said. 

The strike comes as the 
BBC struggles to restore order 
in its ranks following the crisis 
over child sex abuse allega¬ 
tions against the late presenter 
Jimmy Savile, which exposed 
infighting and chaos at every 
level of the corporation. 

In a statement, the BBC 
apologised for Monday's dis¬ 
ruption.

Senegal women told 
’all black' is beautiful — 
and healthy 



DAKAR (AFP) - Outraged by 
adverts urging women to 
bleach their skin, a sponta¬ 
neous movement has emerged 
in Senegal arguing that black 
is beautiful — and to act other¬ 
wise is to risk one’s health. 

The campaign sprang up in 
response to advertisements 
that appeared in the capital 
Dakar last year for a cosmetic 
cream called ’’Khess Petch”, or 
’’all white” in the local Wolof 
language. 

The posters promised ’’rapid 
action” and ’’results in 15 
days”. They showed before 
and after pictures of a young 
woman who started out black 
and ended up with fair skin 
through depigmentation, lo¬ 
cally known as ’’kheessal” or 
bleaching. 

”We were scandalised (by a 
poster) suggesting that black is 
not beautiful because it recom¬ 
mends that young women 
should transform themselves 
in a fortnight,” said Aisha 
Deme, who runs the cultural 
website Agendakar.com. 

So the campaigners put up 
their own posters in the Sene¬ 
galese capital, this time show¬ 
ing a proud black woman. The 
work was done for free by 
fashion photographer Stephane 


Toume and advertising profes¬ 
sionals. 

The Nuul Kukk campaign, 
which is highly active online 
and has its own website, Twit¬ 
ter feed and Facebook page, 
features local stars, including 
the rapper Keyti, the stylist 
Dior Lo and women's rights 
activist Kine Fatim Diop. 

The campaign is also 
backed by dermatologist Fati- 
mata Ly, who has been fight¬ 
ing the "kheessal” practice for 
10 years as part of the Interna¬ 
tional Association for Informa¬ 
tion on Artificial 
Depigmentation. 

For Ly, skin-bleaching is a 
public health concern because 
"in the general population, 67 
in every 100 women practice 
artificial depigmentation.” 

These products reduce the 
body's ability to "defend itself 
against (various) infections”, 
and they also "have broader ef¬ 
fects on health, such as dia¬ 
betes and high blood 
pressure,” she added. 

The skin-lightening phe¬ 
nomenon exists in several sub- 
Saharan African countries and 
in the black diaspora. In Sene¬ 
gal, "it is mainly a feminine 
practice, even if you find it 
among men in some particular 
groups, such as performers,” 
Ly said. 

Whitening creams, milks 
and gels contain substances 
initially intended for therapeu¬ 
tic purposes, such as corticos¬ 
teroids and hydroquinone, and 
should only be prescribed by 
doctors, according to Ly. 

.Women are nonetheless 
drawn to the products because 
they believe they will make 
them more beautiful, accord¬ 
ing to researchers and doctors, 
and Deme says it's an uphill 
battle to convince women oth¬ 
erwise. 


Indonesian new¬ 
born dies after 
rejection from 
10 hospitals 

JAKARTA (AFP) - A one- 
week-old baby in Indonesia 
has died from respiratory com¬ 
plications after being turned 
away from 10 hospitals, her 
street vendor father said Mon¬ 
day, adding he could not pay 
what some demanded. 

Dera Nur Anggraini was 
born prematurely with her 
twin sister Dara on February 
10, with a throat deformity 
that obstructed her breathing, 
said father Elias Setya Nu- 
groho. 

He said his family searched 
for treatment but was turned 
away from 10 hospitals, with 
some claiming not to have the 
right equipment and others 
saying they were fully occu¬ 
pied. 

"Dera was buried yesterday, 
on Sunday, not far from our 
home,” Nugroho said, adding 
the baby died after being taken 
back to the Zahira Hospital in 
Jakarta where she was bom. 

He said the private hospital 
asked for a down payment of 
15 million rupiah ($1,552), 
even though the family held a 
health card that entitles low- 
income earners to free health 
services. 

He said his other daughter 
Dara, who was born weighing 
1.4 kilograms (three pounds) 
was now in a public hospital 
fighting for her life. 

Health Minister Nafsiah 
Mboi said the baby who died 
would have had little chance 
of survival. 

"The baby was born weigh¬ 
ing just one kilogram, so she 
had little chance of survival. 
Usually babies are around 
three kilograms when they're 
born,” she said. 

But the minister admitted 
the city was under-resourced 
to handle complications with 
newborns. 


Are you sitting correctly at 
work?

LG unveils new full-HD 
smartphone 



SEOUL (AFP) - LG Electron¬ 
ics unveiled Monday the latest 
version of its flagship smart¬ 
phone, boasting a higher reso¬ 
lution screen aimed at gaining 
a technical edge over bigger ri¬ 
vals like Samsung. 

The Optimus G Pro — the 
newest version of the Optimus 
G series and the first LG 
smartphone offering a full 
high-definition (HD) screen — 
will hit stores at home 
Wednesday, the South Korean 
firm said. 

The new handset is pow¬ 
ered by Android software and 
measures 15.2 centimetres 
(5.98 inches) long and 7.6 cen¬ 
timetres wide. It goes on sale 
in Japan and North America in 
the second quarter. 

The Optimus G Pro features 
a 5.5-inch display that packs 
over 2 million pixels, or twice 
as many as smartphones with 
ordinary HD screens, offering 
brighter and clearer images. 

Global handset makers like 
Taiwan's HTC and Sony of 
Japan have recently rolled out 
models boasting full HD 


screens — most commonly 
used for TVs — to gain an edge 
in the increasingly competitive 
smartphone market. 

Samsung Electronics, the 
world's top maker of both 
smartphones and mobile hand¬ 
sets in general, is also ex¬ 
pected to unveil a new full-HD 
version of its headline Galaxy 
S model. 

"With smartphones getting 
bigger and bigger, its visual 
function becomes ever more 
important," LG said in a state¬ 
ment. "An ability to offer 
high-resolution images is para¬ 
mount." 

LG, the world's number two 
flat-screen TV producer and 
the fifth biggest phone maker, 
has struggled for years in the 
rapidly-growing smartphone 
market, with its Optimus se¬ 
ries lagging far behind Apple's 
iPhone or the Galaxy S. 

But heavy promotion of 
new models saw LG's smart¬ 
phone sales in the fourth quar¬ 
ter of 2012 surge 56 percent 
from a year ago to a record 8.6 
million units.

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NASA scrambles for better 
asteroid detection 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA, universities and pri¬ 
vate groups in the US are 
working on asteroid warning 
systems that can detect objects 
from space like the one that 
struck Russia last week with a 
blinding flash and mighty 
boom. 

But the US space agency re¬ 
iterated that events like the one 
in the Urals, which shattered 
windows and injured nearly 
1,000 people, are rare. 

NASA estimates that before 
entering the Earth's atmos¬ 
phere above Russia, the aster¬ 
oid measured 17 meters (56 
feet) in diameter and weighed 
10 tons. 

Fragments of the asteroid 
caused an explosion equiva¬ 
lent to 500,000 tons of TNT 
when they hit. 

The same day, a 45-meter in 
diameter asteroid known as 
2012 14 whizzed harmlessly 
past the Earth, its passage 
overshadowed by the bright 
arc drawn across the Russian 
sky that same day. 

But had it hit ground, 2012 
DAM could have obliterated a 
large city. 

Ten years ago, NASA 
would not have been able to 
detect 2012 DAM, said Lind¬ 
sey Johnson, near earth object 
(NEO) project manager at 
NASA said recently. 

But he said NASA has 
made progress on learning 
how to detect small asteroids. 


Johnson said there are 
many of these objects flying 
around near the Earth — say, 
half a million — and they are 
hard to track because of their 
small size. 

In line with a goal set by 
Congress in 1998, NASA has 
already discovered and cata¬ 
logued around 95 percent of 
the asteroids of a kilometer or 
more in diameter that are in 
the Earth's orbit around the 
sun and capable of causing 
mega-destruction. 


The NEO program at 
NASA currently detects and 
tracks Earth-approaching as¬ 
teroids and comets with land- 
based and orbiting telescopes. 
Scientists estimate their mass 
and orbit to gauge whether 
they pose a danger. 

With this system, the 
Arecibo radio telescope in 
Puerto Rico, which has an an¬ 
tenna 305 meters in diameter, 
can observe with great sensi¬ 
tivity a third of the night sky 
and detect asteroids that are on 
the large side.

Bolivia 

nationalizes 

Spanish- 

owned

LA PAZ (AFP) - President 
Evo Morales on Monday 
ordered the nationaliza¬ 
tion of a Spanish-owned 
company that operates 
airports serving Bolivia's 
three largest cities. 

Morales, who made the 
announcement at a news 
conference in the city of 
Cochabamba, promised 
negotiations with SABSA, 
an affiliate of the Spanish 
firms Abertis and Aena, 
within 180 days on the 
amount of compensation. 

He also ordered the mil¬ 
itary to take control of the 
three airports "to safe¬ 
guard the public interest" 
and warned that any at¬ 
tempt to impede the na¬ 
tionalization would be 
prosecuted. 

The company has run 
the airports serving La 
Paz, Cochabamba and 
Santa Cruz since 1997, 
when they were priva¬ 
tized. It was acquired by 
the Spanish group Aber- 
tis-Airports in 2005. 

It is the third national¬ 
ization affecting Spanish 
investments in Bolivia in 
less than a year.

GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Trade Organisation on Mon¬ 
day held its first hearing on the 
EU's contested ban against the 
sale of seal products, a deci¬ 
sion opposed by both Norway 
and Canada. 

The two countries, which 
every year kill tens of thou¬ 
sands of seals, insist that the 
hunting method is ethical and 
asked the WTO to review the 
2010 ban, imposed because of 
what the EU considers cruel 
hunting methods. 

Canada's indigenous Inuits, 
who have traditionally hunted 
seal for centuries, are exempt 
from the ban. 

Commercial seal hunters 
often use a hakapik, a club 
with a metal spike on it, to stun 


the seals before killing them. 
Animal rights groups also say 
some seals are skinned while 
they are still conscious. 

Canada, home to some 
6,000 commercial seal 
hunters, argued Monday that 
stricter regulations have made 
the hunt more humane. 

"East Coast seal hunt can 
be, and is, conducted in a hu¬ 
mane fashion," Canada's rep¬ 
resentative said by video link 
to the hearing in Geneva. 

The WTO, which will also 
hear Norway and the EU in the 
case, is expected to deliver a 
decision in a few months. 

Ahead of Monday's hearing, 
the animal rights group PETA 
staged a protest outside the 
WTO headquarters. 


Syria infrastructure damage 
cost $11 bn: minister 



DAMASCUS (AFP) - Damage to infrastructure across 
Syria after nearly two years of conflict is estimated to 
cost $11 billion (8.2 billion euros), local administration 
minister Omar Ghalawanji said on Monday. "Syria is suf¬ 
fering a war that is affecting all the infrastructure of the 
state," Ghalawanji said in a speech to parliament, broad¬ 
cast by state television. He said the government commis¬ 
sion for construction estimates "damage caused by acts 
of sabotage committed by armed terrorist groups until 
January 10, 2013, at more than a trillion Syrian pounds," 
or $11 billion. The government spent two billion pounds 
($22 million) in 2012 "on repairs to infrastructure and 
public buildings," Ghalawanji added. Protests against 
President Bashar al-Assad's rule began in March 2011 but 
later morphed into an insurgency after the army un¬ 
leashed a brutal crackdown on dissent. Assad's regime 
has systematically labelled opponents and rebels alike 
as foreign-backed "terrorists," blaming them for the con¬ 
flict that the United Nations estimates has claimed 
around 70,000 lives. 


Boeing seeks temporary 
fix for suspect batteries: 
report 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
aerospace giant Boeing is con¬ 
sidering an interim plan to pro¬ 
tect its 787 Dreamliner if its 
batteries overheat or catch fire, 
according to a report Monday 
in the Seattle Times. 

Boeing's flagship new jet 
has been banned from flight 
worldwide since the middle of 
last month after battery smoke 
forced an emergency landing 
of one plane and a battery fire 
was reported on a parked jet. 

The company has stood by 
the safety of the lithium-ion 
batteries used in the plane, 
pending the results of an offi¬ 
cial investigation, but Mon¬ 
day's report said that the 
company was looking for a 
temporary solution. 

According to the daily, 
which covers a region includ¬ 
ing a major Boeing plant, Boe¬ 
ing may encase the battery 
cells in a titanium or steel box 
fitted with a high pressure vent 


DOHA (AFP) - Energy-rich 
Qatar will open on April 1 a 
new airport with a capacity to 
handle 30 million passengers, 
as the Gulf state vies to in¬ 
crease its share of transit air 
travel, an official said Mon¬ 
day. 

"The annual capacity of 
Hamad International Airport 
will be 30 million passengers 
when it opens on April 1," the 
head of Qatar's Civil Aviation 
Authority Abdul Aziz al-Nu- 
aimi told AFP. 

He said the cost of building 
the new hub over nearly eight 
years has "exceeded $15 bil¬ 
lion." 

Eleven foreign budget car¬ 
riers will be the first airlines 
to use the new facility, while 
the emirate's flag carrier, 
Qatar Airways, joining in the

No Boeing spokesman was 
immediately available to com¬ 
ment on the report, which the 
paper said came from people 
familiar with the plan. 

The Dreamliner, a long-haul 
fuel-efficient airliner built 
using the latest composite ma¬ 
terials, is key to Boeing's busi¬ 
ness strategy as it battles to be 
top dog in the virtual duopoly 
it shares with rival Airbus. 

Airbus insiders have told 
AFP that the European giant 
has dropped plans to use 
lithium-ion batteries in its fu¬ 
ture 787 rival, the A350. 
According to the reports, Boe¬ 
ing hopes its interim plan to 
shield the plane from battery 
fires will convince US safety 
authorities to allow the 50 jets 
grounded around the world to 
return to service by May at the 
earliest.

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Could 9-year-old win youngest best 
actress Oscar?

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - She 
landed the part by lying about 
her age: Quvenzhane Wallis 
was five, and the filmmakers 
were only auditioning girls at 
least six years old. 

But they believed her fib 
and tried her out — and were 
blown away, giving her the 
starring role in the low-budget 
"Beasts of the Southern Wild” 
over 4,000 other hopefuls. 

And now she could become 
the youngest ever winner of 
the best actress Oscar, at the 
85th Academy Awards, the cli¬ 
max of Hollywood’s annual 
awards season, next weekend. 

"It was very clear ...you 
don’t meet six-year-olds who 
have that quality," said direc¬ 
tor Benh Zeitlin, recalling her 
audition. "She just had this 
natural charisma and focus 
and fierceness and wiseness 
and morality. 


"Coming out of a body that 
small and a mind that young, 
it’s almost alien and alien in a 
way that goes kind of straight 
at your heart.. It's her perspec¬ 
tive that unlocks the truth in 
the film." 

That charisma is obvious 
when you see Wallis being in¬ 
terviewed to promote the 
movie over recent months, 
even before it was elevated to 
the stratosphere by being nom¬ 
inated for four Oscars in Janu¬ 
ary, including best picture. 

"I was in my bedroom half 
asleep," Wallis told Jay Leno, 
about waking last month to 
learn she was nominated 
alongside Jessica Chastain, 
Jennifer Lawrence, Naomi 
Watts and Emmanuelle Riva, 
the oldest ever best actress 
nominee, at 85. 

"So nothing reacted on the 
outside, but I was like flipping 
cartwheels and stuff on the in¬ 
side," she told the talk show 
host, whom she admonished - 
- cutely — for asking her a 
question more appropriate for 
the director. 

In the movie Wallis plays 
Hushpuppy, living in the 


Louisiana bayou with her hot- 
tempered and ailing father 
Wink, in a community threat¬ 
ened by floods driven by melt¬ 


ing ice-caps. 

"Beasts of the Southern 
Wild" won the prestigious 
Camera d'Or at last year's 
Cannes Film Festival in 
France, and the Grand Jury 
Prize for a dramatic film at 
Sundance. 

The movie's setting was 
close to Wallis' home: the ac¬ 
tress — her first name is pro¬ 
nounced Qua-ven-zhah-nay — 
was born in Houma, 
Louisiana, on August 28, 
2003. The "zhane" part of her 
name means fairy in Swahili. 

"Beasts" was her first act¬ 
ing job, and she only got it 
after ignoring the filmmaker's 
audition rules — perhaps, ap¬ 
propriately, like the character 
she was asked to play. 

"It was for a six-to-nine- 
year-old. So my Mom said I 
couldn't go 'cause I was only 
five. But we just went and we 
act like we're having nothin' to 
do; we had done nothin' 
wrong," she said. 

"The character who is 
Hushpuppy, she does what is 
right and she is fearless and 
that's what I did at the audi¬ 
tion." 


Wallis is the youngest best 
actress Oscar nominee by four 
years: the next is Keisha Cas¬ 
tle-Hughes, who was 13 when 
nominated for "Whale Rider" 
in 2003. The third, Lawrence, 
nominated again this year, was 
first tapped in 2010 at age 20 
for "Winter's Bone." 

The youngest ever best ac¬ 
tress Oscar winner is Marlee 
Matlin, who took the prize in 
1986 for "Children of a Lesser 
God" at the positively mature 
age of 21 years and 218 days. 

The youngest person to ever 
win an Oscar in any competi¬ 
tive category is Tatum O'Neal, 
who was just 10 when she 
took home the best supporting 
actress prize in 1973. 

Wallis is already on her 
third film — "Twelve Years a 
Slave," with Brad Pitt, Bene¬ 
dict Cumberbatch and Michael 
Fassbender, due out in Sep¬ 
tember. She has also made 
"Boneshaker," a short about an 
African family lost in Amer¬ 
ica. 

Whether she wins an Oscar 
on Sunday or not — the fa¬ 
vorites are Chastain and 
Lawrence, admittedly - she is 
clearly a force to be reckoned 
with, and an actress to watch 
out for in years to come.

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Football: Di Canio 
resigns after dead - 
line passes 
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LONDON(AFP) - Colourful 
Italian coach Paolo di Canio 
resigned as manager of finan¬ 
cially-troubled English League 
One side Swindon on Monday 
after the Football League 
failed to grant approval to the 
prospective new owners of the 
club by a deadline he had im¬ 
posed. 

The 44-year-old former AC 
Milan, Juventus, Lazio and 
Celtic striker had been in¬ 
censed earlier this month after 
the club's best player Matt 
Ritchie was sold to promotion 
rivals Bournemouth for 
£500,000 on transfer deadline 
day. 

However, Di Canio, who fa¬ 
mously served a long suspen¬ 
sion for shoving over referee 
Paul Alcock while playing for 
Sheffield Wednesday in 1998, 
had agreed to stay on in the 
hope that the league would ap¬ 
prove the new owners. 

Their arrival on the scene at 
the end of January helped the 
club stave off going into ad¬ 
ministration but their approval 
has taken a longer time to 
come from the Football 



League than Di Canio 
hoped. 

'Tve been told approval has 
not been granted yet (as of 
1700GMT) and therefore my 
temporary arrangement has 
ended and my resignation 
stands," said Di Canio, who 
took over in May 2011. 

Ritchie's departure came 
after weeks of financial uncer¬ 
tainty for Swindon, who have 
debts of over £9 million. 

In January, Di Canio, who 
led Swindon to promotion 
from League Two as champi¬ 
ons last season and are 
presently sixth in League One, 
offered to give the club 
£30,000 of his own money to 
keep several loan signings. 

But days later owner An¬ 
drew Black put the club up for 
sale and on transfer deadline 
day Di Canio saw moves for 
three players fall through be¬ 
cause the Football League 
wouldn't clear the deals.

Cyclings Katusha appeal win NBA: west wins third... 
means 19-team World Tour continued from page 16 



PARIS (AFP) - Cycling’s 
World Tour will feature 19 
teams this season, instead of 
18, after Russian cycling team 
Katusha won their appeal to be 
reinstated, the sport's world 
governing body UCI an¬ 
nounced on Monday. 

"Exceptionally there are 19 
registered UCI ProTeams in 
the 2013 season," a UCI state¬ 
ment read. 

"The decision comes fur¬ 
ther to the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport (CAS) ruling of 15 
February 2013 which upheld 
the application of Katusha 
Management SA to be regis¬ 
tered as a UCI ProTeam for the 
season 2013." 
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Katusha won its appeal to 
the Court of Arbitration for 
Sport (CAS) after being ex¬ 
cluded from the circuit in De¬ 
cember, leaving them at the 
mercy of the organisers of the 
major Tours as to whether 
they are invited to compete or 
not. 

The CAS initially upheld 
the ruling in January but over¬ 
turned that decision on appeal 
on Friday. 

The controversial team, 
who count 2012 World Tour 
champion Joaquim Rodriguez 
of Spain and Russia's Denis 
Menchov in their ranks, is run 


by Russia's Viacheslav Eki- 
mov, a former team-mate of 
the disgraced rider Lance 
Armstrong. 

In November the Associa¬ 
tion of Race Organisers 
warned it would only consider 
handing out invitations to 
teams which had signed up to 
the anti-doping charter - the 
Movement for Credible Cy¬ 
cling. 

Katusha had been refused a 
wildcard entry to this year's 
Giro d'ltalia as they had not 
signed up for the Movement, 
but they have since done so as 
a probationary member. 


Paul answered an East basket

Dwyane Wade set up 
Miami teammate James for the 
East but made one of his best 
passes to Tyson Chandler for a 
running one-handed alley-oop 
jam while Bryant and Paul 
kept Durant and Griffin set up 
for dunks. 

Durant made 8-of-12 shots 
for 19 points in the first half 
while every basket by Griffin 
in the first half came on a slam 
dunk. 

Big men Dwight Howard 
and Tim Duncan tried to see 
who could sink a rare 3- 
pointer first while guards took 
turns dribbling between the 
legs of rivals as the players 
used the light-hearted matchup 
for fun moments that regular 
NBA games rarely allow. 

"You need a three, give it to 
me," West center Howard said. 

Before the game, played on 
the 50th birthday of NBA leg¬ 


end Michael Jordan, James — 
a modern-day displayer of Jor¬ 
dan's gravity-defying, high- 
leaping moves — tweeted his 
best wishes to six-time NBA 
champion Jordan. 

"Happy 50th MJ! U in¬ 
spired a kid from Akron Ohio 
without u even knowing," 
James tweeted. "All by just 
playing the game u loved. I ap¬ 
preciate what u did for the 
game and don't take it for 
granted." 

James ended the messages 
with the hashtag GOAT for 
Greatest of All Time.

NBA: West wins third in a row 
over East in All-Star Game

Auto racing: Patrick's 
Daytona pole makes 
NASCAR history 



HOUSTON (AFP) - Chris 
Paul scored 20 points and 
passed out 15 assists to spark 
the Western Conference over 
the Eastern Conference 143- 
138 on Sunday in the 62nd 
NBA All-Star Game. 

NBA scoring leader Kevin 
Durant had a game-high 30 
points for the West and Paul’s 
Los Angeles Clippers team¬ 
mate Blake Griffin added 19 
points, both of them jamming 
down spectacular slam dunks 
thanks to set-up passes from 
Paul. 


Clippers guard Paul was 
voted the NBA All-Star 
Game’s Most Valuable Player 
as the West won the annual 
showdown of elite hoops tal¬ 
ent for the third time in a row 
and fourth time in five games. 

Paul joined Magic Johnson 
and Isiah Thomas as the only 
All-Star Game players to pro¬ 
duce at least 20 points and 15 
assists in one game. 

”To be mentioned with 
those guys, it's an honor," Paul 
said. "To be on the court with 
all these guys I don't get the 


chance to play with, it's an 
privilege." 

Carmelo Anthony led the 
East with 26 points and 12 re¬ 
bounds while LeBron James 
added 19 points and Paul 
George contributed 17. 

The West led 69-65 at half¬ 
time and had the same margin, 
108-104, entering the fourth 
quarter when a showy game of 
dunks and flashy moves found 
intensity. 

Back-to-back 3-pointers by 
Kyrie Irving pulled the East 
within 119-118, but Durant 
had two slam dunks in an 8-2 
West run to boost the lead to 
127-120. 

Anthony sparked a 6-2 East 
run to pull his side within 129- 
126 but Paul followed with a 
3-pointer and Kobe Bryant 
played tight defense on James 
in what became a man-on-man 
rivalry between playmakers in 
the final minutes. 

Bryant made a driving 
layup and blocked a James 
shot to set up a fast break slam 
dunk by Durant to put the 
West ahead 136-126. Bryant 
later added another block of 
James as the two traded taunts 
on the court. 

Durant became the first 
player to score at least 30 
points in three consecutive 
NBA All-Star Games.

DAYTONA BEACH, (AFP)- 
Danica Patrick topped qualify¬ 
ing for the Daytona 500 on 
Sunday to become the first 
woman to earn pole position 
for one of the hugely popular 
NASCAR stock car racing's 
elite events. 

A day after she notched the 
fastest overall practice lap, 
Patrick lapped the 2.5-mile 
Daytona International Speed¬ 
way in 45.817sec, averaging 
196.434 miles per hour to 
seize the pole for the February 
24 season-opener of 
NASCAR's Sprint Cup series. 

Patrick, 30, competed in 10 
races in the series last year, 
after making the jump from 
the IndyCar open-wheel rac¬ 


ing series. 

Patrick, who spent five sea¬ 
sons on the Andretti team, be¬ 
came one of IndyCar's 
signature racers after becom¬ 
ing the first woman to win a 
series race by capturing the 
2008 event at Japan's Twin 
Ring Motegi. 

In 2005, she became the 
first woman to lead the Indi¬ 
anapolis 500 thanks to a refuel 
strategy and in 2009 she 
reached the Indy 500 podium 
with a third-place showing. 

Last season Patrick finished 
10th in NASCAR's second- 
rung Nationwide series, and 
she won pole for the Nation¬ 
wide race at Daytona last year. 

But the highest a woman 
had ever qualified for a top¬ 
flight NASCAR race was 
ninth — achieved by Janet 
Guthrie at Bristol and Tal¬ 
ladega in 1977. 

Jeff Gordon will start 
alongside Patrick on the front 
row of the grid. Gordon, a 
three-time winner of the pres¬ 
tigious Daytona race averaged 
196.292 mph to claim the 
fourth front-row spot on the 
Daytona 500 grid of his career. 

Patrick and Gordon are the 
only drivers who have secured 
their starting positions. 

The rest of the 43-car grid 
will be set on Thursday. 



Lakers' owner Jerry Buss dies 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Former players and rivals recalled Jerry Buss, the 
Los Angeles Lakers owner who died Monday after a fight with cancer at age 
80, as a visionary who helped mold the NBA and make the Lakers champi¬ 
ons. Buss won 10 NBA titles as owner of the Lakers, more than any other 
team owner in league history, after purchasing the Lakers, ice hockey's Los 
Angeles Kings, their arena and a ranch from Jack Kent Cooke for $67.5 mil¬ 
lion in 1979. Buss, who was elected into the Basketball Hall of Fame in 2010, 
was recalled fondly by fellow Hall of Famer Magic Johnson, who said Buss 
was like a "second father" after making the Lakers' selection of Johnson in 
the 1979 NBA Draft a condition of the purchase deal. Buss launched the 
"Showtime" era of the Lakers that saw Johnson win five titles and later be¬ 
come a part-owner of the team, which is now guided by son Jim Buss on 
basketball matters and daughter Jeanie Buss on the business side.
